SCHOOL DESKS AND SEATS. 


VENEER VS. SLAT SCHOOL DESK, 
INTERESTING INTERVIEW AUTHORITY 
SCHOOL FURNITURE. 

The fact that the boards education certain 
prominent cities such Chicago, Datroit, etc., 
calling for bids for the supply school desks ex- 
clude the so-called veneer desks, naturally raises 
the question the practicability manufactur- 
ing school desks and seats veneers. 

Mr. Thomas Kane who has been for many years 
identified throughout the country with 
the school furniture industry has also had long 
and varied experience with veneers connection 
with the manufacture and sale boats, opera 
chairs and school desks made this material. 
Knowing this, the Boarp ob- 
tained from Mr. Kane the following statement 
his experience the use veneers generally and 
the experiments and tests which has thor- 
oughly made with view ascertaining the prac- 


ticability the use veneers the manufacture 
school desks. 


Mr. Kane says, “In 1880 began the man- 
ufacture veneer desk, calling the “Racine” 
desk. had been for many years before that 
manufacturing the Victor desk, but had made some 
with veneer seats and backs, which had met 
with ready sale and manufactured, 
extent, opera chairs with veneer seats and 
backs and seemed that veneer desk could 
made which would not only very attractive 
appearance but strong enough stand practi- 
any wear which might subjected. 
felt the more certain being able produce 
desk from the fact that were then en- 
gaged the manufacture what were known 
the Racine boats. has always been the aim 
‘boat makers produce boat that should 
pussible upon the bottom and sides. 
One our employes patented boat which consis- 
ted three thicknesses yellow birch veneer, 
together; the process construction 
being mold the two sides the boat separately 
then join them together the keel, putting 
gunwale the top. always made our 
own veneers and had been accustomed pressing 
‘them up, use the cement ordinarily used mak- 
ing chair veneers. 

“In manufacturing these boats naturally fol- 
lowed the same methods had used the opera 
chair and settee work. Our first year’s output 
boats, with hardly exception, proved worthless, 
entailing upon large loss, the reason being that 
cement used pressing the veneers to- 
gether was good enough for opera chairs and setees, 
was not good enough for use boats, which were 
the water much the time and subject ex- 
treme changes while damp con- 
experimented with every obtainable 
make water proof cement, which might used 
for this purpose, but without satisfactory results.

‘cement, proceeded use all our veneers.

pressing radically different from and making 


much more veneer than any other manufac- 


“The veneers which use the Racineor ven- 
were made the same way our best 
and the desks found once sale. 


were under the impression that had struck 
bonaza and really expected that the sale ve- 
neer desks would greater than slat desk. 

“For the first year every thing went swimmingly, 
but during the second year began have calls 
made upon for veneers. These con- 
tinued increase from year year, while sales 
the desks after the second third year, began 
rundown. As, however, were selling both slat 
and veneer desks practically made difference 
which style was sold and did not pay 
much attention this decrease sales, nor very 
close attention the matter repairs. 


“In 1886 however these calls for repairs seemed 
larger than ever before while our sales this 
style desks were smaller than ever before. 
the 1887 instructed that careful ac- 
count kept the repairs called for veneer 
desks and the closeof the year found that our 
total sales veneer desks had been only little 
more than $8,000, while the expense for repairs had 
been the neighborhood $600. other words 
desks actually out. 

“More than all this,the desks were giving usa 
badname. The districts did not like them and one 
district passed the word another and 
were unwilling continue this great expense and 
the same time get reputation for selling poor 
desks, once discontinued their manufacture 
entirely and have never made them since. 


“It may asked, and with some reason, how 
happens that could make boat which would 
last for ten years and could not make desk that 
would last reply would say that 
every case depends upon the care which 
the article has. The boats which name ashaving 
been use for years have had the best care; 
that say, they have been taken out the 
water when not use, sponged dry, put boat- 
house and carefully housed all times excapt 
when actually use. While outof the thousands 
boats sold us, might perhaps able find 
half-a-dozen which with the best care are still 
good, know that nine boats out every ten, and 
believe ninety-nine boats out every hundred 
made from veneers have gone utterly and totally 
pieces. This has occurred because they have not 
care would preserve the veneers. Five 
years ago dropped the manufacture veneer 
boats entirely, simply for the reason that with all 
the care exercised both the veneers and the 
cement which positively water proof they still 
would blister, crack and warp and pieces. 

“There many man, who, having boat costing 
perhaps $150, will have good care taken it. The 
school desk has care whatever. veneers used 
either boats desks have just exactly the right 
care, they will generation. the majority 
cases they will not have this care, and failing 
receive they are bound pieces. 

“Bearin mind that three thicknesses veneer 
are cemented together under great pressure, but 
the veneers not cut and sandpapered 
absolutely smooth will remain be- 
tween the little globules air. These 
may very small but the same time are 
cient for the purpose destruction under certain 
conditions. well made veneer desk constructed 
veneer thorougbly seasoned and well pressed up, 
set the middle school room and kept dry 
will undoubtedly last for considerable number 
years, not long desk, but the same 
time will give good fair service. theother hand 
the janitor sprinkling the school-room gets 
water this desk and soaks through the first 
thickness, will displace the airin one these 
little globules and what was buta tiny bit air 
becomes tiny drop water. the desk chances 
stand beside window, where the sun shines 
it, will pieves quicker than any other 
position. sun strikes the veneer, expands the 
water and there begins the possible 
splitting apart the veneer and very possibly 


tiny crack the top veneer itself. The next time 
this done, still more water finds its way and 
after time there will found blister 
which will increase size until the top veneer 
cracks open and the thing practically gone. 
Whatever may the care which the owner 
boat may give his craft, absolutely certain that 
the average schooi desk has care all. have 
yet remember any school room have ever seen 
which the desks had not been more less whit- 
tled the industrious jack knives the scholars. 
The temptaiton make the pocket knife in- 
strument destruction something that school 
boy can resist. This bad enough slat desk, 
Under the best conditions, blistering and splitting 
apart which have mentioned are bound occur, 
but when you add this the chance that boy’s 
curiosity prompts him once ascertain how 
many thicknesses there are the veneer and how 
the different thicknesses are put together, and that 
the only way ascertaining taking out 
his jack knife and cutting through one two 
thicknesses the veneer, can seen once 
that the chance long life for the veneer desk 
extremely small. 


“Tt should remembered also that much 
easier press short veneers than long ones; for 
instance, opera chair seat back, which may 
only inches wide can made much more 
perfectly than school desk seat back, which re- 
can said that the smaller the veneer, the 
stronger can made. presume that ply 
ply veneer inches square could pressed un- 
der sufficient pressure that nothing the way 
moisture, soaking exposure the air 
would cause pull apart. Certainly would 

-stand good deal hard usage without giving out. 
the other hand would impossible press 
veneer say ft. square and have stand any- 
thing like the hard usage that the smaller one 
would. 


all this matter not theorizing all, but 
speaking from actual experience. used better 
stock, had believe better machinery, and know 
had better cement than that used any other 
manufacturer, and with all this found absolutely 
impossibe make school desk which proved dur- 
able satisfactory. not believe possible 
for anyore make better veneer than made 
the time were selling the Racine desk. What 
know regarding veneer desks has been learned 
bitter experience and considerable financial 
loss. The matter which counts for more than 
the actual loss the fact the great inconveni- 
ence and discomfort our patrons.

pair for three four desks out twenty twen- 
ty-five. month’s time there are two three 
others out shape and repeats the pay- 
ing his freight and putting on, and keeps 
doing almost for the casting are not 
likely give out. 

“To sum the whole thing up, not possible, 
opinion, for anyone make veneer desk 
which will good for one-tenth the time that 
slat desk will last. They are pretty, they bring 
good prices, but the school officer who buys them 
buys annoyance.
